FAILURE LOOMS 


Whole Nation Hungry, War- Hired and 
Weary of Broken Promises. 


ASHINGTON, May 26.— 

The Serbian press bureau 

today made public «a 
statement concerning present 
conditions in Germany, based 
on information obtained from 
Serbian prisoners of war who 
have just escaped from Ger- 
many. 

“A few days ago about twenty 
Serbian prisoners of war suc- 
ceeded in escaping from verious, 
parts of Germany,” the state- 
ment says, “where they had 
been distributed as field labor- 
ers. The Serbian press bureau 
has received the news from Rot- 
terdam that great depression 
prevails in Germany. This de- 
pression is the consequence of 
the fallure of the German army 
to achieve a decisive success in 
the west, as Well as the enor- 
mous losses sustained by the 
Germans on the western front. 
To these facts may be added 
the great suffering and the 
scarcity of food.

CALIFORNIANS 
NAVAL HEROES. 


Commanders Cite San Mateo 
Lieutenant for Daring. 
Save Explosion Victims. 


Others Com 
mended in Report.

WASHINGTON, May 26.—Stories 
of the heroic daring of American 
naval officers and men in rescuing 
thirty-four of the seventy-five mem- 
bers of the crew of the American 
munitions ship Florence H., which 
caught fire and broke in two in 
French waters last April 17, are told 
in the report of Rear-Admiral Wil- 
son, commanding American naval 
forces in France, made public tonight 
by the Navy Department. 5 


Lieut. H. D. Haislip of San Mateo, 
Cal., who at the risk of detonating 
his depth charges and destroying 
his vessel, promptly charged his 
destroyer through the mass of 
blazing and exploding wreckage cov- 
ering the water tn which survivors 
were struggling, is recommended for 
commendation. 

Gunner's Mate F. M. Upton of 
Denver, Colo., and Ship's Cook J. W. 
Cobington of Durant, Okla, are 
recommended for Congressional 
medals of honor and gold life-sav- 
ing medals. They leaped into the sea 
and who, exhausted, 
was in the midst of exploding pow- 
der boxes. 


OTHERS CITED. 

Six officers who commanded life 
and motor boats which entered the 
wreckage to rescue men who were 
being badly burned about the head 
and arms, two surgeons and a chap- 
lain and forty-eight seamen who 
were with them, are mentioned for 
commendation. 

Admiral Wilson, in describing the 
situation, said: 

“The sea to the leeward of the 
wreck was covered by a mass of 
boxes of smokeless powder, which 
were repeatediy exploding, and 
among this wreckage were a num- 
ber of survivors. The wreckage was 
so thick that small boats were un* 
able to reach these men. The heat 
of the burning vessel in the vicinity 
was so intense that the converted 
yacht present with wooden upper 
works, could not penetrate the 


wreckage. 
Under these conditions, Lieut. 
Haisliip took his vessel at high 
speed into the midst of the wreck- 
age, at considerable risk of detonat- 
ing the depth charges carried on 
his vessel, and made lanes through 
which the small boats towed by his 
and other vessels could reach the 
survivors.

shown by Lieut. Haislip on this oc- 
casion are in accord with the best 
traditions of our service, and it is 
recommended that he be commend- 
CONTEMPT OF DANGER. 


The French vice-admiral com- 
manding the district, in commend- 
ing Lieut. Haiselip, sald he gave 
“proof of a superb contempt of dan- 
ger and remarkable qualities of sea- 
manship.”” Admiral Wilson issued a 
special order lauding the rescuers, 
officers and men, and saying due to 
their prompt and gallant action it 
appeared that all who were not 
killed in the flames of the Florence 
H. were rescued.

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STATE OIL MEN 
FIGHT DANIELS. 


Seek Modification of House 
Leasing Bill. 

Hope to Secure Changes Be- 
fore it is Passed. 


Secretary and Producers in 
Hopeless Deadlock.

WASHINGTON, May 26. — Cail- 
fornia oil men now here have prac- 
tically given up hope of influencing 
Secretary Daniels in favor of tmme- 
diate opening up of naval reserve 
No. 2 to increased production. They 
will devote themselves to getting a 
modification, if possible, of the leas- 
ing bill as it passed the House last 
night in the conference between the 
House and Senate. 

They will ask: 

That the eighth royalty now de- 
manded be only on oll and gas here- 
after taken out and not on past pro- 
duction. 

The dismissal of the fifty-five suits 
brought by the government against 
oll claimants in naval reserve No, 2. 

The immediate distribution of the 
$10,000,000 or $12,000,000 now im- 
poundéd from wells in the disputed 
territory. 

These modifications they feel sure 
that they can obtain without sub- 
jecting the bill to the veto of Pres- 
ident Wilson and they.hope to have 
the legislation out of conference and 
in the President's hands in the next 
two weeks or a month.

FARM LABOR SHORTAGE 
NOT ACUTE, DECLARED.

VAN NUYS, May 26.—Frank M. 
Keffer, president of the local Cham- 
ber of Commerce, speaking of the 
local labor situation, declares him- 
self convinced” that “there is no 
acute shortage of help at present in 
any line of ranching or industrial 
activity,” and that “the farmer here 
and there who may be short a man 
or two should not make a fuss until 
he has made a careful effort to se- 
cure help.”

HE EVER PRESENT MENACE. 

Teachers in the public schools of Los 
Angeles are to be congratulated on their 
good sense in promptly repudiating the at- 
tempts of labor-union agitators to induce 
them to throw in their lot with those un- 
der the yoke of union dominion. A few 
members of the large teaching force of 
this city may have been inclined to waver 
from their independent position, but they 
have now come to see that there is a 
grave menace in a movement that would 
surround the school system of Los Ange 
les with the disgraceful conditions that 
have developed in another city “some 
where” around San Francisco Bay. 
The teachers have felt the high cost of 
living as keenly as have other salaried 
workers, and they, very naturally, have 
sought to secure increase in their salaries; 
but they now see clearly that the proper 
method is a direct appeal to the sentiment 
of the community, in order that they may 
receive a just compensation, and commen- 
surate with the cost of living. This they 
have set about doing. 
les is to have no period of teachers’ un- 
fon demands and of walk-outs or strikes. 
The teaching profession will continue to 
conduct itself with a dignity in keeping 

with its mission. 4 : 
The flurry developed by this attempt to 
unionize the teachers, however, calls atten- 
tion to the encroachments of the unions, 
the promising constant, inevitable after- 
math of trouble, generated by walking dele- 
gates and business agents, who must make 


a show of activities in order to hold their 


well-paid jobs. 


Los Angeles is an open-shop city; the 


principle has been thoroughly demonstrat- 
ed here through the last quarter of a cen- 
tury as beneficial both to the employee and 
the employer. It has developed loyal and 
contented corps of workers, who own their 
own homes and who place labor as 
individuals to the best possible advantage 


to themselves, without pledging themselves 


to the bumiliating bond of having to “walk 
out” at. the behest of professional trouble- 
makers, regardless of their own indivi.iual 
desires. 

But the union organizers, taking advan- 
tage of war activities, have been creeping 


into Various channels heretofore free from 


their obnoxious meddling. Employers, 
during the past busy months of war stress 
and rush, have not been as actively alert 
as heretofore to squelch the agitators’ 
meddling, and the result has been that the 
union-labor leaders are even now boldly 
proclaiming that they will make Los Ange- 
les a closed-shop city by this time next 
year. 

Employers of Los Angeles must be ever 
watchful, ever aggressive to keep down un- 
ion dictatorship. They must make up their 
minds that these encroachments will con- 
tinue unless they are firmly met. Eternal 
vigilance is the price of industrial as well 
as political liberty. This applies to the 
independent working man and woman as 
well as to their employers. San Fran- 
cisco, with her continuous walk-outs and 
bloody, law-defying strikes, is a constant 
object lesson, not only for the employer of 
Los Angeles, but as well for the employee 
who has held his position by reason of 
his own merits as a workman, and not for 
the mere reason that he had a card stamped 
with the totem—the workman who has been 
afforded constant employment at satisfac- 
tory terms and at wages that have enabled 
him, to sit under his own vine and fig tree, 
and whose industrial independence would 
become a mere figment the moment he 
would permit himself to enroll under the 
arbitrary banner of unionism. 


EW ALLIES, 

The growing strength of the “Jugo- 
Slar“ movement makes an increasingly- 
important factor in the world war. The 
Slavs of Austria, numbering 23,000,000 (or 
more than half the population of the dual 
monarchy) are all in a state of discontent. 
Polish subjects of Austria are, naturally, 
ready to strike whenever the opportunity 
comes. A Polish army, largely made up of 
Poles who have returned from America, is 
now in the state of formation. 


According to French official announce- 


ment, an army of at least 80,000 men, fight- 


ing under its own flag, has been made up by 
the Czecho-Sloventans of Austria, to serve 
with the French forces. Dr. Hedovich, rep- 
resentative of the Jugo-Slav movement, now 
in this city, states that hundreds of the 
Slav soldiers in the Austrian and Bulgarian 
armies have deserted or surrendered and 


are now fighting against Austria with the 


Italian and Serbian armies. 

At the same time extermination of the 
Austrian Slavs goes on. These people are 
being steadily driven from their homes and 


possessions and their places filled by Ger- 


mans or Magyars. Whole families and dis- 
tricts are made wanderers or are starved 
and slaughtered. Conditions are becoming 


worse as Germany's iron hand closes upon 


its subjected ally nation; Austria. 

The entire Balkan district of Purope, as 
well as Poland and Bohemia, sees hope in 
President Wilson's statement: “No peace 
can last or ought to last which does not 
recognize and accept the ciple that gov- 
ernments derive all their just powers from 
the consent of the governed, and that no 
right anywhere exists to hand peoples about 
from potentate to potentate as if they were 
property.” This declaration, backed by 
America’s arms and power, has come to 
mean something, even to the great powers 
of Europe who have played with smallena- 
tions in their political and diplomatic games 
as though a nation were nothing more than 
a wooden pawn upon the table. The Slavs 
of Southern Austria, of Serbia, Montenegro 
and Bosnia are of the same tongue and race. 
They seek the establishment of a stable 
government of their own, which shall be al- 
lowed to exist without interference from 
outside influences. Their only prospect for 
such a consummation lies in the success of 
the Allies and in a peace based upon the 
deciarations of our President, which have 
been confirmed by the statesmen of our al- 
lies. The assurance of democracy for the 
oppressed peoples of Europe is the strong- 
est possible ally for the Entente powers. 
Once the peoples of the Balkans and South- 
east Europe and the Russian masses un- 
derstand that they will be given a chance 
to establish and maintain governments in 
which their voice shall rule, the enforced 
rule which the Central Powers show— 
largely on paper—will end, Germany’s “road 
to the East” will be solidly blocked, Her 
destruction will come from within the terri- 
tory she now claims as subjugated.

Darius Green, the Yankee lad, aged 14, 


made famous by the poet, J. T. Trowbridge, 
was the Christopha Columbus of the Amer 
fean aviation school. 

In his homely philosophy he said: “Birds 
can fly, and why can't I,” and immediately 
began to put his ideas into execution. How 
he came to grief is humorously told. He 
had the idea, but lacked the machinery to 
carry his dream into successful execution, 
for we are told 


“As a demon is hurled by an angelic spear, ö 


Heels overhead to his proper sphere, 
Heels overhead, and head over heels, 
Dizzily down the abyss he wheels — 

So tell Darius; upon his crown 

In the midst of the barnyard, he came down, 
In a Wonderful whirl of tangled strings, 
Broken braces and broken springs, — 


Broken tall and broken wings, 

Shooting stars and various things; 

Away with a bellow fied the calf, 

And what was that, the goslings laugh. 
a merry roar 

From the old barn door, 

And he hears the voice of Jotham crying, 
“Say, D’rius, how do yeou like flying?“ 

In spite of the fact that Darius had a 
“body long, lank and lean, just right for 
Aying, as will be seen,” he was before his 
time. He saw ahead darkly as with a glass. 
We have come face to face with the air- 
plane and its wonderful poss{bilities. 

It is a far cry from Darius Green of the 
poet to Samuel P. Langley, the old Harvard 
professor of astronomy, but at the time con- 
nected with the Smithsonian Institution, who 
sought to put his vision of flying into suc- 
cessful achievement. Langley died of a 
broken heart February 27, 1906, because the 
world had refused to accept his solution of 
the problem of aerial pavigation. He was 
right, and he knew he was right; but the 
wiseacres refused to listen to him. He was 
crazy, they said. The machine that he 
built with so much care was tabbed “Lang- 
ley's Folly;" today a war is waged in the 
clouds with airplanes that contain all of its 
basic principles. 


Flying in contrivances hea than air 
had long been an insoluble problem. The 
great difficulty was to make a machine suf- 
ficiently light in relation to the power its 
machinery could develop. The first motive 
agents were then compressed air 
and carbonic acid gas and finally petrol. 

Prof. Langley’s first experiments were 
conducted on the Potomac River as far back 
as 1893. Two years later others were made, 


but they were unsatisfactory. On May 6. 
1896, he conducted a successful test; but 


after flying a half-mile his airplane, a rude 
affair, fell into the river. On November 28, 
1896, he flew threequarters of a mile, at the 
rate of 30 miles an hour. In 1903 he experi- 
mented with an airdrome, but an accident 
prevented it being launched and it had to 
be abandoned. Up to that time he had not 
succeeded in perfecting a machine that was 
ever free in the air. 

Congress was prevailed upon to advance 
$50,000 to Prof. Langley for the purpose of 
experimenting, after several campaigns of 
persuasion; but, with the fafiure of his last 
experiment, Langley quit flying, convinced 
that he was on the edge of success. But he 
was a shy, nervous man, especially affected 
by censure, and he could not endure the 
criticism that naturally followed his final 
failure to win the secret from the air. He 
died a broken, discouraged man, He knew 
the world would later on acknowledge that 
his theories were right—but he could pot 
walt. 

III. 

Then followed Sir H. Maxim's flying ma- 
chine, those of Santos Dumont, Henry Far- 
man, and finally that of the Wright broth- 
ers, Orville and Wilbur. The airplanes of 
many types that are now a part of the 
fighting armies in Europe are bul!t along the 
limes of the patterns granted the Wright 
brothers. They furnished the foundation 
for the machines that now have a score of 
varianté-—-and the Wrights got their ideas 

Orville and Wilbur Wright wage the sons 
of Pod old United Brethren Bishop Milton 
Wright of Dayton, O. They conducted a 
bicycle repair shop in that city and early 
became impressed with the possibilities of 
the Langley venture. They buflt what is 
known as the biplane. It is less than ten 
years since the Wrights made their famous 
Ay at Fort Myer, Va. To be exact it was 
on September 9, 1908. This was followed 
by successful tests at Kitty Hawk, N. C., and 
the flying course that the boys had 
just outside of the city of Dayton, previous 
to the latter date, is well remembered by 
former Ohifoans. What history has been 
written in aerial navigation in ten years! 

After that Bleriot flew across the English 
Channel from Calais to Dover in thirty-one 
minutes. That was in 1909. And within 
a short time the flying machine has grown 


fromr that perfected by Totin, as far back . 


as 1879 (measuring only 6.2 feet from tip 
to tip, propelled by compressed air). to the 
Wright mechanism, forty-one feet from tip 
to tip, weight 1100 pounds and driven by 
petrol, that has been known to go at a speed 
as high as 100 miles an r. 7 

What a happy end to his reign of imagin- 
ation if Prof. Langley could have known 
that the idea he had in embryo would, with- 
in less than twenty years, have proven the 
determining factor in a war the Ike of 
which civilization has never seen! 

From an awkward machine that gave lit- 
tle promise of the latent power that was 
behind it to tens of thousands of similar 
mechanisms built like a watch and possess- 
ing an ability to fly and swing like a swal- 
low or dive le a hawk the progress and 


development have been almost supernatural. 


No such spectacle could have been conjured 
in the mind of the poor inventor; but what 
he dared not think of we are actually 
ing day by day. | 

To show the extent of the proposed opera- 
tions of flying machines in the present war 
a few figures may be of Interest. Thé grand 
total of appropriations that will be needed 
by the end of the fiscal year, June 30, 1918, 
is the enormous sum of $1,145,950,00®—for 
a branch of the government service that 
but a few years ago was practically un- 
known. These operations date back from 
June 15, 1917, soon after the declaration of 
a state of war with the imperial govern- 
ment of Germany, when the appropriation 
was in the shape of an urgency deficiency 
bill for the production of airplanes and the 
aviation service, providing $43,460,000. This 
was followed by a special bill, July 24, 1917, 
$640,000,000; and in 1918, item in army ap- 
propriation bill, $10,800,000; aviation serv- 
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fee bill, $500,000; airplanes for Canal Zone, 
Hawaii and the Philippines, $1,200,000. 

The first airplane mail service was tnau- 
gurated between Washington, Philadelphia 
and New York on May 15, and it has been 
successful. The mail airplanes are piloted 
by army aviators especially detalied to the 
service for experience in cross-country fiy- 
300 to 600 pounds of mail. What 
use May

where he saw his hopes buried and before 
he knew of the potential possfbility to which 
his fertile mind had given birth. He rests 
from his labors. Others have gathered the 
fruits of his heaven-born Intuition. 


ATE OF GERMANY. 

Whenever it shall come and however 
it shall be brought about, the war can never 
have other than a tragical ending for Ger- 
many. It cannot be en by a treaty with 
the Kaiser because he has repeatedly dem- 
onstrated that he cannot be trusted to re- 


spect any treaty or keep any promises, 


There is but one cure for hyfrophobia and 
that is to kill the dog or the skunk that is 
afflicted with it. 

If Germany is to survive as a nation and 
live in peace and prosperity with other na- 
tions it can only be by the deposition and 
banishment of Wilhelm and his sons and 
the formation by the German people of a 
constitutional republic. 

The history of wars from those of Assyria 
to those of Europe down to the close of the 
nineteenth century presents, says the To- 
peka State Journal, “no such record of cru- 
elty, of absolute lack of moral scruple, of 
disregard of every right, every principle of 
justice or humanity and of truth or prom- 
ise” as the history which Germany has 
made since July, 1914. That record cannot 
be wiped out and there can be no escape 
from its effect. How can the enemies which 
he ruler of Germany has made yield to any 
terms with him after what they have been 
forced to suffer and to sacrifice, except 
terms which they shall themselves dictate? 
They must absolutely achieve victory and 
make their own terms of peace, for they 
cannot trust to anything else. 

“Reputation may be as sacred to a nation 
as to a man, as essential to success and 
the respect of mankind. Once lost it can- 
not be recovered without a change of char- 
acter.” 


Can't Come Back. 

Without a decisive victory Germany can 
not even be put in the way of restoring her 
internal economic affairs to the status quo 
ante. She has been playing a financial 
game of a character that would land any of 
her citizens in prison, and she is now in- 
solvent. She is now paying interest on her 
loans out of further borrowings, and she can 
not avoid following the same policy in 
peace. Interest on her war debts, if hon- 
estly paid in full, would consume the entire

EW ALLIES. 

The growing strength of the “Jugo- 
Siav” movement makes an increasingly- 
important factor in the world war. The 
Slave of Austria, numbering 23,000,000 (or 
more than half the population of the dual 
monarchy) are all in a state of discontent. 
Polish subjects of Austria are, naturally, 
ready to strike whenever the opportunity 
comes. A Polish army, largely made up of 
Poles who have returned from America, is 
now in the state of formation. 

According to French official announce.

Dr. Hedovich, rep- 
resentative of the Jugo-Slav movement, now 
in this city, states that hundreds of the 
Slav soldiers in the Austrian and Bulgarian 
armies have deserted or surrendered and 
are now fighting against Austria with the 
Italian and Serbian armies. 

At the same time extermination of the 
Austrian Slavs goes on. These people are 
being steadily driven from their homes and 
possessions and their places filled by Ger- 
mans or Magyars. Whole families and dis- 
tricts are made wanderers or are starved 
and slaughtered. Conditions are becoming 
worse as Germany's iron hand closes upon 
its subjected ally nation; Austria. 

The entire Balkan district of Furope, as 
well as Poland and Bohemia, sees hope in 
President Wilson's statement: “No peace 
can last or ought to last which does not 
recognize and accept the principle that gov- 
ernments derive all their just powers from 
the consent of the governed, and that no 
right anywhere exists to hand peoples about 
from potentate to potentate as if they were 
property.”
